Prelate Declares There Is More Good 
than Evfl in Chicago. 


Missionary work for the salvation of souls 
will not stop on earth, but will go right on 
with increased ardor and enthusiasm~ in 
heaven, Bishop Samut Fatiows of St. Paul's 
Reformed xpiscopel church asserted yester- 
day in a prelude to hie morning sermon. 

The miseionaty work tm heaven, he said, 
will be carried on for thé benefit of souls in- 
habiting the multitude of other worlds than 
the planet Earth, and he warned hie con- 
Fregatlon that it might as well be prepared 
to contribute liberally to the missionary 
funds to be collected in Paradise.

I believe we shall 
have to do a great deal of missionary work 
in the other world. There prohably are 
many other worlds and millions of other 
couls in need of redemption from sin than 
those living on this little globe called Earth. 

“This earth is but a speck in the great 
universe of God. I believe this earth has 
been the scene of God's richest revelation and 
biessing, and that the revelation made to 
the peoples of the earth also has been ex- 
tended to the inhabitants of all the worlds 
composing the great universe. 

o I am not so sure that Christians in 
heaven will not have to raise money and 
with equal ardor and enthusiasm labor for 
tue salvation of soulg of other worlde than 
ours. 

Chicago Is Growing Better. 

The subject of Bishop Fellows’ regular ser- 
mon was, “Is Chicago Hell?” Answering 
his own question, he deciared emphatically 
that Chicago on the contrary is on the high 
road to the millennium. 

In one Of the newspapers recently there 
appeared the anguished expression of a 
father who sald as he bore away the body of 
his murdéred daughter, Chicago i hell,) 
said the bishop.

True, the 
Setanic spirit is found too frequently iu our 
city, and for that matter in every city and 
village on the globe.

“ Bud Henry, moonshiner and all around 
bad man, was shot down at State street and 
Archer avenue yesterday afternoon before at 
least 1.000 men, women, and children, who, 
far from interfering with the tragedy, 
cheered the murderers on to fresh deeds of 
violence. 

For at least an hour previous to the shoot- 
ing it was openjy declared that Hehry would 
be killed on sight... Nobody warned him when 
he walked up to the spot where it had been 
planned to take his life, and after the crime 
had been committed nobody even reported 
the affair to the police. 

The epee is not so serious as it might 

at rst glance, however, 
tragedy occurred on the other side of the 
footiights at the Alhambra theater. The 
shooting was but an incident in the three 
hours of violence and bioodshed that went 
to make up The Moonshiner’s Daughter — 
one of the melodramas which probably will 
fall under Mayor Busse’s pruning knife this 
week. ' 

Mayor Sees Gory Posters. 

It was the gory posters that have been used 
by the Alhambra theater to advertise its at- 
tractions that aroused the mayor’s ire and 
caused him to ask the corporation counsel for 

a legal opinion as to the proper means of sup- 
— the posters and removing the gore 
from the production as it appears upon the 
stage. 

The killing of Bud Henry is not to go 
without action by the police, even though 
Henry submits to the killing twice a day and 
is paid for it—presumably. Capt. McCann 
of that police district says that although 
this murder is but a play one the murdering 
of the pubic morals, which accompanies such 
deeds, is a real thing and the men who are 
responsible should be brought to justice if 
they persist in carrying on the killing just 
as if tae murder was actual.

PLAN TQ TURN IMMIGRANTS 
FROM CHICAGO TO COUNTRY. 


Italians in City to Induce Their Coun- 
trymen to Settle on Farms Upon Ar- 
rival in United States, 


Chicago Italians yesterday adopted a plan 
to divert the influx of Italian immigrants 
from Chicago and other large cities and es- 
tablish them in agricultural communities. 

This will be part of the work of the Chicago 
Italian chamber of commerce, which is to be 
established as a result of a meeting called in 
the morning in the Masonic temple by Cheva- 
Mer Guido Sabetta, consul for Italy. 

The object of this organization alse will 
be to promote trade between Chicago and the 
west and Italy. Alexander Mastro-Valerio 
was appointed to take charge of the coloniza- 
tion scheme, while an executive committee 
was instructed to formulate a constitution 
and by-laws for the chamber of commerce. 

In the afternoon the fifty-ninth anniversary 
of the promulgation of the constitution King 
Charles Albert conceded to his subjects, and 
which in 1860 became the constitution of 
Italy, was observed when Consul Sabetta re- 
ceived representatives of 200 Italian societies. 
It was decided to celebrate the 100th anniver- 
sary of the bi birth of Garibaldi on July 7.

Whenever the subject of the causes of 
railway wrecks is before the public a certain 
class. of railway writers never fail to apeak 
of the influence of: organizations of labor 
among railway men as being subversive of 
good discipline and consequently a contribut- 
ing cause to the many disasters that have 
shocked the public during the last few years. 
There is not a railroad labor organization 
that can justly be charged with hampering 
the enforcement of safe operation by oppos- 
ing discipline. 


Bush Causes Wrecks. 

It is unreasonable to believe an organiza- 
tion would object to the adoption of methods 
that would make the employment of men leas 
hazardous, while death is constantly work- 
ing overtime them. There is teo much 
business for the railroads; tod much hurry in 
conducting trains, and too few employés to 
insure the proper degree of safety to em- 
ployé and traveler. 

The state railways of Germany employ 

re than three times the number of men per 
mile that we do. and none can say that this 
does not contribute to safety. Every ad- 
vance in wages here is met by counter econo- 
mies in operation, such as taking off men, ete. 
The American railway managers, as a class, 
are capable and practical men. It is not their 
fault that things are as they are. It is the 
fault of the system. If they do not get the 
results in operation they are likely to be side- 
tracked. 


More Men Are Needed. 
“What, in my opinion, the American rail- 
way systems need to insure greater safety, is 
more men to man and inspect the trains, to 
guard the switches and semaphores, and to 
patrol the tracks.”

Misfortunes never come singly, a thing 
which the more nuous socialists, near 
anarchists, and other cohorts of discontent 
have reason to regret. Yesterday was their 
Black Friday. First it was the Federation 
of Labor which repudiated them and cast 
them into the outer darkness of agitative 
activity. Then in the evening M. M. Man- 
gasarian, before an overwhe & pro-so- 
clalistic audience, which demonstrated this 
fact by catcalls and hisses, dissected their 
favorite theory in so thorough a manner that 
its champion scarcely had the strength to 


There certainly was no mincing of words 
: in summing up said: 

„ Socialism is an untried theory; it is still 
on paper and as such is purely a prospec- 
tus, a speculation.”’ 

His most telling challenge, If socialism in- 
tends that the people collectively are to own 
the agencies of production and distribution, 
how will they be secured from their present 
individual owners? remained unanawered 
by Arthur M. Lewis, who took the socialist 
side of the debate. This, however, was but 
one of the questions which Mr. Lewis chose 
to ignore or dispose of with the declaration 
that it was a detail that would adjust itself 
when the occasion arose. 


Debate Gets Lively Start. 


Judge Richard 8. Tuthill presided. In his 

opening speech Mr. Mangasarian devoted his 
attention to the differences between social- 
ism and the scientific theories of Charles 
Darwin. 
Mr. Lewis declared the laborer created all 
wealth, over four-fifths of whica was surplus, 
which goes to support the rich idle class, 
whose machinery is protected by the police- 
man's club, the soldier's bayonet, and the 
judge's injunction. To break this he sald 
socialism has entered polities. 

The rock of socialism,"’ repied Mr. Man- 
gasarian, is that labor produces all wealth. 
That is false. Capital and labor combined 
produce wealth. Yes, there is another factor 
—namely: brains. It isn't the brains of the 
laboring man, but the brains of the organizer, 
the business man. They say brain work is 
labor; well so it is, but it is not the kind shout- 
ing for socialism. 25 


Socialism Is Speculation. 


“The evolution from capitalism to social- 
ism is only a speculation. It certainly. 1s not 
scientific. From earliest times the masses 
have always been ruled by the classes, 
whether the priests, philosophers, barons, 
or capitalists. Why, the government even 
in our own country is controlled by a com - 
atively small group of men. I want to ask 
Mr. Lewis who shall decide what is the just 
compensation or return for the doctor or the 
lawyer under the socialistic régime? The 
only answer I find to this is, ‘That is a 
matter of detail to be figured out later.“ 

Mr. Lewis’ reply declared socialism was in- 
creasing, and even if socialism is a Utopia, it 
is better than the present system.

senior memter of the Harvard corporation, 
today. 

Dr. Walcott added: 


„I should not vote for his selection to the | 


head of the Harvard faculty, because, in the 
first place, he not what you would call an 
academic man. There is no possibility of his 
ever becoming president of the university.” 


What Started It. 

Dr. Walcott's statement was evoked by the 
most remarkable and significant utterances 
ever yet credited to President Roosevelt re- 
garding his future plans. The president is 
reported to have said to a delegation of Har- 
vard men at Lansing, Mich.: 

“In a year and eleven months I expect 
to be an active member of the Harvard or- 
ganization.” 

But, whether authentic or not, the remark 
credited to President Roosevelt has aroused 
no little comment in Harvard circles. This 
was due, perhaps, to the rumor, frequently 
heard the last few years, that Mr. Roosevelt 
was ambitious to become president of the 
university at the expiration of his present 
term in the White house. . 


President Eliot in the Dark. 

President Eliot, in a statement at Detroit 
last night, asserted he could not understand 
what Mr. Roosevelt implied by his remark. 

“I can see no possible explanation of his 
remark in connection with any active asse- 
ciation with the untversity,“ said President 
Eliot. “He might have meant that he ex- 
pected to take an active interest in alumn: 
affairs when the new organization of that 
body, now In progress, is completed. 

There is no plan, so far as I am aware, 
to eonnect the activity of President Roosevelt 
with the bupiness management of the uni- 


versity.“ 
Some Believe It. 

Despite the assertion of Dr. Walcott, ad- 
ing Harvard students, alumni, and even 
members of the faculty are by no means sure 
that the present tenant of the White hovee 
will not succeed Dr. Eliot. It is believed by 
many that the latter Is anxious, owing to 
advanced age, to relinquish the reins which 
he has had for several decades, and would 
gladly see President Roosevelt in his place. 

Dr. Walcott made a suggestion that the 
president of the nation become manager of 
athletics at Harvard, but it was not taken 
seriously. In fact, he smiled as he made ths 
remark.

GIFTS FOR EDUCATION, 


The annual commencement season of 
the schools and colleges is at hand. The 


| baccalaureate sermon and commencement 
address are heard on every hand. An- 


other feature which is becoming almost as 
common as these time honored incidents 
of ‘graduation is the announcement of a 
gift for education. Some of these dona- 
tions are large and others are small. But 


when the dggregate for a year is ascer- 


tained it is found that ten to fifteen mil- 
lions of dollars are given by friends to the 
educational institutions of the. United 
States. 

A large . 
ures always attracts attention because of 
the magnificent possibilities which attend 
it, even though the million dollar offerings 
have been frequent of late years. But 
there is often the cynical remark when a 
multimillionaire is generous, “O, well, 
he can afford it easily.” Ab a semalt. he 
immense significance of the steady out- 


| pouring of benevolence is sometimes .over- | 
looked. ‘There is also an obscuring of the 


smaller offerings which are being made 
all over the Jand. 

One well known er has formed ‘the 
pleasing habit of selecting for his dona- 
tions the smaller colleges. He has made 
a careful study of their needs and their 


possibilities, and by wise discrimination 


has been able to render a great service to 
a wide area of the country. Others have. 
shown a willingness to help hopeful in- 
stitutions by conditional offers, a good 
sized amount being pledged to be paid in 
the event that an equal or larger sum 
shall be raised in the neighborhood of the 
school. This plan has resulted’ in great 
enlargement of the facilities of many in- 


| stitutions and has still further strengthened + 


them by enlisting the support of men of 
means whose constant influence is essen- 
tial for future development. 
More significant than anything else, 
perhaps, is the fact that there are more 
people than ever before who seem inclined: 


| to make the comparatively small dona- 


tions of 510,000 or $25,000, which often 
represent far more earnestnéss and 
thought than the larger gifts of the mil- 
lionaires. There was just a touch of 
pride in the statement of one college 
president’ when he said, “ Our trustees 
think it just as well to make our insti- 
tution one of the few which do not have 
a Carnegie library.” Such a declaration 
means, of course, that the trustees plan to 
secure themselves the needed funds to 
keep the college in the front rank. 5 

Part of this wonderful outpouring of 
millions of money each year is accounted 
for by the marvelous prosperity, which the 
people of the United States have been 
enjoying during the last decade. But 
that does not tell the whole story. 
Americans believe in education. They 
are proud of the efforts which are con- 
stantly being made to raise the standard 
of intelligence among the people. Their 
attitude contrasts favorably with that of 
the citizens ot Great Britain, whose fa- 
mous ancient schools are reported to bo 
sädly in need of endowment and equip- 
ment. 

There is much criticism sometimes of 
the methods of the schools. There is 
good natured jesting at teachers of mod- 
ern language whose pupils cannot order a 
cup of coffee in a German restaurant or 
inquire their way in the streets of Paris. 
There is plenty of scoffing at the real ig- 
norance of the thousands of college gradu- 
ates who begin the battle. of lire with 
each recurring June. But back of all 
this there is a growing belief in the value 
of the training of the schools and an in- 
creasing willingness to support that beliet 
with generous gifts for endowments, 
buildings, “books, and other equipment 
which shall make even better things pos- 
sible for future generations of students.. 


THE FARM HAND. 

In his speech at Lansing the president, 
referring to the pressing problem of farm 
labor, said that it will be impossible to 
get the right kind of help if employment 
is offered for a few months of the yéar 
only, for no man worth anything will per- 
manentiy accept a sphere in life which 
leaves him in idleness for half the time. 

There is much truth in the conclusion, 
but there are practical difficulties in the 
way when it comes to the actual hiring 
of the workers.

‘AMERICAN SPORT. 

One who. has made some study of the 
case says that $5,000,000 was taken in 
as gate money by the baseball clubs of: the 
United States last season, that $600,000 
was paid in salaries to the players in two 
big leagues, and that $2,000,000 additional 
was paid in salaries to players in some 
thirty-one smaller leagues in the country. 
These figures would-indicate something of 
the popularity of baseball, even if one 
never saw a game, or never looked at the 
pictures which are printed in the papers, 
giving a view of the grounds on the oc- 
caste of a big game, when the expression 

“a sea of faces.” is admirably. illustrated 
by the reproduction of a photograph of a 
section of grandstand of “ bléachers.” 

Baseball, however, is but one of a large 
number of sports which appeal strongly to 
the American people. The schools of vari- 
ous grades afford a basis for many com- 
petitions. Not a week of the springtime 
is allowed to pass without a track meet 
of some sort. Each of the prominent. m- 
stitutions. bas its interscholastie meet, to 
which the schoolboy, athletes are attracted 


ners and individual trophies for the win- 
ner. These outdoor contests are preceded 
by winter indoor competitions at which the 
prospects for the spring meetings are fore- 
east. The latter are hardly finished be- 
fore thoughts are turned to the football of 
the autumn. In this way the athletic: in- 
terests of the schools are kept in the fore- 
ground during much of the calendar year. 

These high school “meets” are noth- 
ing but preparatory stages for the college 
contests. They are used by the college 
authorities for the purpose of attracting 
future students. To get a large com- 
pany of high school boys within the cam- 
pus limite and see that they have a good 
time is the ultimate object. Once in col- 
lege the round goes on just the same. 
There are contests with the east and with 
the west. There“ are indoor meets” and 
outdoor competitions, all looking towar i 
athletic supremaey, and all helping to de- 
velop a great company of enthusiasts who 
follow the varying sports as the seasons 
change. ; 

The interest does not seem to wane 
when college days are past. Athletie etubs 
in the cities with well equipped head - 
quarters and country clubs with superior 
attractions for outdoor sport are to be 
found everywhere. . Golf, tennis, rowirg, 
swimming, polo playing, bowling, horse- 
racing, speed contests with ‘automobiles 
and motor boats, boxing, and many minor 
forms of sport appeal each to its particular 
company of enthusiasts. When all thes> 
companies are joined the result is that a 
large proportion of the people seem to be 
iucluded. The newspapers -recognize this 
fact by the amount of space they allot to 
sport. 

The literature of sport is increasing at 
n rapid rate, books of rules, suggestions. 
and descriptions of details being available 
in many different lines. Where one or two 
manufacturers once led the van in supply- 
ing uniforms and materials for the games, 
now there are hundreds of dealers who 
find in this field a lucrative income. The 
great advantage of it all is that nearly 
every one of the sports has substantial 
reason for existence in the improvement 
of the physical wellbeing of its patrons. 
It the Americans seem increasingly de- 
voted to sport, they can show for it an 
increasing number of athletic youth. Eng 
land’s position as leader in outdoor sports 
is threatened by. the American shige peas in 
this direction. .

There is a virility in The Three of Us 
which does not bespeak the writing of a 
woman dramatist, Rachel Crothers has abil- 
ity to write strong scenes and draw big, manly 
characters, and with equal facility she can 
impart all the gentler touches, the finer feel- 
ings, and the many little glints of light and 
shade which only a woman can give. 

Above all her work rings true, for there 
is not a false or hollow note in the entire 
four acts of The Three of Us.“ It is all so 
far rémoved-from the artificial and the un- 
natural that thére are times when one al- 
most feels like an intruder, so intimate is 
the view given of the daily life and the hopes 
and struggles of the MacChesneys and their 
neighbors. Miss Crothers has a masterly 
command of the art of writing in detail. She 
makes no bold strokes, but approaches each 
point with a surety, a deftness, and a sense 
of fitness which leave nothing undone. The 
scenes in the MacChesney home are almost 
photographic in their fidelity. This lack of 
the artificial and the theatric at first gives 
an impression of slowness, and one must get 
into the real atmosphere before one can 2 
appreciate all that the playwright has ac- 
complished. . 

One other remarkable feature which makes 
“The Three of Us unique is titisa 
western play, minus all the familiar attri- 
butes which, in the past, we had come to be- 
lieve were indispensable. There is no use 
made of firearms, no introduction of redskins

ing thousands of students, who only ceased 
their cries of victory at intervals to raise 
Michigan's exultant pan, Hail to the vie- 
tors valiant.’’ 

From the station the victorious track men 
were drawn in a ‘tallyho to the campus, where 
there 
Thence the crowd swarmed to Observatory 
hill to celebrate around an enormous bonfire. 
Wherever Capt. Garrels appeared he was 
surrounded by cheering hundreds. The big 
fellow who carried off the highest individual 
score in the meet was received everywhere 
with. enthusiasm that far outshone those 
outbursts which in days of yore greeted 
Wine Heston on his return from grid- 
iron victories. 


Michigan Jubilant Over t. 

On all sides it was apparent that Michigan 
is jubilant over the outcome of the meet. 
Although Pennsylvania won the meet, Michi- 
gan showed Yale. Cornell, Harvard, and 
other great eastern varsities that out of the 
west could come worthy foemen on the ein- 
der path and field. Michigan’s rejoicing is all 
the more intense because of Cornell's boast 
that the east would let Michigan déwn easily 
with fourth or fifth place.

N BROAD RANGE. 


Sharp Deets Result from 
Heavy General Selling 
Late in Week. 


WEATHER FAVORS BEARS. 
West Receives Needed Rains, but 
Crop Damage Talk Con- 
tinues Loud. 


Fluctuating within a range of Ge, wheat 
Valges last week finally sagged to sharp de- 
clines as the result of brisk long and short 
selling. Business in the pit again was active, 
although not as broad as that of the pre- 
vious week. Sentiment is mixed; bulls main- 
taining that, while reactions may be in order, 
prices necessarily must rise to still higher 
levels. Bears figure that the present lofty 
level discounts all the bad crop reports, some 
arguing that the market at the moment is 
top heavy—strong because of “ public indis- 
cretion.’’ 

The week marked the establishing of new 
high prices for all the active futures, July 
being boosted to $1.08%, September to 81.045. 
and December to §1.06% The lowest marks 
touched were 97%<c for July, s for Sep- 
tember, and 99%c for December. The last 
prices on Saturday showed losses of 2%c for 
July, 24%@2%c for September, and 2c for De- 
cember, compared to the finish of the pre- 
vious week. 

The latter part of the week witnessed gen- 
erous dispensation of moisture in all parts 
of the winter wheat country anda modera- 
tlon of temperatures in the domestic and 
Canadian northwest. The better climatolog- 
ical conditions were largely responsthle for 
the pressure on the market, not only sug- 
gesting to longs the advisability of taking 
profits, but inspiring renewed confidence in 
the ranks of the shorts. Despite the rains 
the inrun of damage reports from Kansas, 
Nebraska, and the Ohio valley was heavy. 
In many parts of the western states it was 
sald that wheat had suffered severe setbacks 
as a result of the recent frosts, and that 
damage in some sections was irreparable. 
The green bug continued to play an im- 
portant role, although not as spectacular a 
factor as heretofore. 


Foreign News Is Bullish. 

The bulk of foreign news favored the bulls. 
In all the leading producing countries of 
Europe conditions were said to be alarming. 
It was estimated by a Liverpool authority 
that the European deficiency would not be 
less than 120,000,000 bu. All of the principal 
foreign markets displayed soundness, ignor- 
ing the sharpest breaks on this side of the 
water. Russia was reported a buyer of wheat 
and rye in Germany, and it was said that the 
lightness of stocks in France would necessi- 
tate that country’s going beyond its own 
borders for wheat before the end of the sea~- 
son. Hungary, Bulgaria, and other coun- 
tres continued to dwell upon the poor crop 
prospects. 

There was some improvement in the domes- 
tic cash situation and more activity in flour 
circles, although the inroads into the enor- 
mous visible supply of the grain have not 
been marked. The bears continue to flaunt 
the heavy holdings as the strong point in 
their argument. Foreigners have been ac- 
tive purchasers of grain on this side of the 
water, but have limited their attention large- 
ly to durum and the Manitobas. Bulle insist 
that the time is not far distant when the 
European demand will be centered in the 
more desirable grades. 


Uncertainty in the Northwest. 

Gossip concerning the prospects in the 
spring wheat country was of mixed colors. 
The unseasonable coldness, it was said, had 
militated against the progress of the seeded 

grain, making the outlook in the Canadian 
northwest, where the area sown admittedly 
is unusually small, grave. 

„While I believe that wheat is destined 
to reach a considerably higher level,” said 
a market student, I look for reactions as a 
result of profit taking. For some time it 
seems that we shall have a big scalping mar- 
ket. The public has been the big winner 
in wheat, and it has been wise enough to 
pocket some of its gains. However, it still 
is of a bullish mood, and is simply waiting 
to get the grain back at a lower level.“ 


Week of Activity in Corn. 

Increased activity was shown in the corn 
market last week, and firmness was displayed 
the greater part of the period. Prices moved 
within a range of about 2 cents, touching 
highest in the late sessions. Final prices 
on Saturday were practically unchanged 
from those of the previous Saturday. Un- 
favorable crop reports and surprisingly light 
acceptances of bids sent into the country were 
among ‘the stimulating influences. The re- 
ceipts here late in the week were heavy and 
the contract stuff in them was plentiful. As 
a result of the better grading shippers are 
looking for an improved inquiry from the 
outside. There was but little out of the or- 
dinary to mark the passing of the May, the 
tables having been cleaned before the final 
delivery day. 

“The weather is the whole thing in the 
corn market at the moment,“ said a trader. 
“If conditions are propitious for the next 
week or so I believe that much of the effect 
of tardiness will be overcome. Statistically, 
the situation is bullish. Local holdings are 


very light, and the immediate requirements 


are large. 
: July Oats Display Strength. 
Trade in the oats market was broad, active, 
and interesting. Prices displayed firmness 
the greater part of the week. July closed 
49c, a net gain of 14%@1%c over the close of 
the week before. At one time the July was 
boosted to 505%c on a rush of short covering 
and big buying for outsiders. Except at the 
top prices, offerings were scanty. The May 
passed into history without any unusual 
ceremonies. The leading long in that manth 
is said to have come out of his deal much 
to the good.“ The September closed at 
89c, %c under the finish of the Saturday 
before, pressure of a pronounced sort being 
in order late in the week. 
Demand for Lard Is Brisk. 

More life was shown in the provision mar- 
ket last week than fora longtime. Principal 
attention was devoted to lard, which w 
actively bid for by outside investors. So 
of the big men in the trade are counting on 
a big rise in this commodity, arguing that 
conditions favor a much higher level. The 
run of hogs west was liberal, although not 
as heavy as many had expected it would be at 
this time. Week end prices showed a little 
higher for lard, a little lower for pork, and 
about unchanged for ribs. 
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cise Strong Influence in Securities. 


Small changes are to be noted in general 
market conditions. The only one of conse- 
quence appearing in the week just closed 
was the beginning of exports of gold. While 
it is, of course, an unfavorable factor, the 
degree of unfavorableness must be measured 
by the size of the movement. 

In good banking quarters in New York and 
Chicago there is expectation of an easy 
money market. The usual autumn flurry is 
anticipated, but it is believed that conditions 
are working which will create general ease. 

With the belief in easier money there goes 
necessarily a conviction that business will 
be slower; only the latter condition can cre- 
ate the former. Easy money usually stim- 
ulates speculation in securities, but when 
easy money results from dull business there 
is no incentive to buy stocks. 

The grain markets have continued to ex- 
ercise a strong influence in the securities list. 
The action of stocks on Saturday in the face 
of a good bank statement only serves to 
emphasize what has been said before—the 
buying power in the market is weak, Values 
shrink easily, and a lower level in prices is 
a continuing feature. 

Business conditions in Chicago as revealed 
by bank clearings continue normally good.’ 
There have been three records for monthly 
clearings in the present calendar year, in- 
dicating a steady expansion. 


The Bank Statement. . 

The bank statement on Saturday, despite 
an increase in loans, was favorable, with a 
gain in cash of $982,100 and an increase in 
deposits of $15,554,100. The figures follow:

Chicago Stocks. 

The local stock market, however, does not 
reflect what it was expected to show at the 
time of the change in the city government. 
Although the elevated railroads enjoy in- 
creases in treffic, their securities do not im- 
prove in price. The terms of the surface line 
franchises are such that the date of dividends 
is too far off to attract speculation in those 
issues. But within two years there pt 
be something tangible upon which to figure, 
and it should be for the better. Under the 
ordinances’ the companies must turn back 
into the property all'net earnings in the next 
three years. But by the end ot two years it 
will be Known what improved service will 
mean in the way of earnings. It will becon- 
ceded that good service on the part of street 
railways will be as much of a factor, in in- 
creasing‘ business as it Is in good merchandis- 
ing. The future for.the street railroads 
appears to be assured, but it may be slow. 


Trade in Wholesale es. 

Unseasonable weather was the principal 
factor in the wholesale and jobbing trade 
last week, the continued cold, wet conditions 
in nearly every section of the country re- 
tarding business. The month of May was 
not eminently satisfactory from the dis 
tributers’ standpoint, the close of the month 
showing stocks in mary lines still un 
of. Compared with a year ago the volume 
of business was short, but on the whole, 
considering the adverse weather conditiong 
trade exhibited a healthy tone. 

Dealers in agricultural implements, car- 
riages, and wagons reported a decided fall- 
ing off in sales in the southwest as a result 
of the poor crop prospects. There also was 
reported a slight diminution in the volumeof 
sales in other lines in that section. In other 
sections hardware, tools, and similar goods 
were bought heavily. 


Local Conditions Satisfactory. 

Local conditions were fairly satisfactory. 
In lumber and building supplies there was 
no abatement in the keen demand, the large 
building operations calling for practically 
all available supplies. 

Sales of dry goods, clothing, men’s furnish- 
ing, and boots and shoes for fall delivery 
have been large and show an increasing ten- 
dency. 

In the fron and steel trade there were no 


particular oe Ene features.
